Okinawa. 
She is the formor Miss 
Golden Gibbons of Harrisburg, and 
she wrote of the typhoon in a let­ 
ter to her sister. Mrs. Guy Roper 
of Harrisburg.

the letter, dated Sept. 27, 
Mrs. Hudson has this to say: 
“We have been here three weeks. 
Wednesday night complete black­ 
out. 
Then it started to rain and 
blow so hard. 
“They woke us up at 4 a. rn. the 
next morning (yesterday), told us 
typhoon Faye was upon us. It came 
so fast. 
They sent a crew' of men 
to button us up— that’s what they 
call it— all shutters down. 
“They had us finished by 5:15 
a. rn. 
We didn’t know what to ex­ 
pect, the house all dark. 
Tn case 
the water was off, I filled wash 
tubs, all the pots and pans with 
water, rolled up the rug lit the 
candles, then listened to the radio. 
“We were all up and dressed. 
The radio gave us all the news. 
There was no school: men didn't 
have to go to work. 
Only the ones 
that had very important things to 
take care of. 
We sat and waited 
to be blown off the island. 
I didn’t 
know the wind could blow so hard 
and the rain come down so hard 
and fast. 
Today in the paper it 
said the wind got up to 148 miles 
an hour. 


“Our windows rattled and shook. 
Rain came in around the cracks 
of the front and back door and 
around the windows and we had 
to keep a mop and bucket handy 
to mop up. 


“Then the lights went off and 
there was no radio. 
They stayed 
off uni ii 
late afternoon. 
There 
was nothing to do but wait. 
They 
say it was a short, vicious typhoon. 
It was all over by three o'clock. 
Some last two to five days. 
“The commissary opened md the 
women rushed out to shop, think 
mg the typhoon might last several 
days, as they sometimes do. 
One 
woman was going in the store and 
the wind picked her up and sat 
her down. 
At that time it was so 
bad they called the military police 
and locked about 40 women in the 
store until the wind settled down. 
They were fit to be tied. 
If a \ om 
an is going to have a baby within 
two weeks and a typhoon is on the 
way they go right to the hospital 
and stay.”

President Failed 
To Cut Spending 


Says Eisenhower 
Violated Intent 
Of Congress 


WASHINGTON (IP' — Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd accused President Eisen­ 
hower today of violating the in­ 
tent of Congress by failing to cut 
federal spending for the current 
government year. 
The Virginia Democrat, leading 
economy advocate and chairman 
of the tax-writing Senate Finance 
Committee, made the charge after 
publication of the administration’s 
midyear budget review'. 
The review, released 
Tuesday 
night, showed that despite heavy 
congressional 
appropriation 
cuts 
and military strength reductions 
the federal government now ex­ 
pects to spend 200 million dollars 
more than Eisenhower estimated 
la^t January—before all the budg­ 
et cutting furor arose. 


The new 
estimate of 
federal 
spending for the 12 months end­ 
ing next June 30 is 72 billion dol­ 
lars, instead of the peacetime rec­ 
ord 
$71,800,000,000 
predicted by 
Eisenhower in January. 
Government income will slump 
by IOO million dollars—from the 
expected $73,600,000,000 to $73,500,- 
000.000 for the year. The 1957-58 
surplus will be cut from $1,800,- 
000 OOO to $ 1.500,000,000. 
The disclosure 
dimmed 
some 
what hopes for a tax cut 
next 
year, 
though 
Democrats 
may 
press for a reduction anyway. 
Congress cut Eisenhower’s ap­ 
propriation requests around 
five 
billion dollars at its last session. 
Byrd, 
who 
figured 
the 
cuts 
amounted to even more — around 
six billion—noted he had called on 
the President to reduce spending 
“by the same amount.” 
He said the budget review clear­ 
ly showed the congressional cuts 
“will result in virtually no reduc­ 
tions in federal expenditures this 
year.” 
“Obviously,” he 
added, 
Eisenhower is using unspent funds 
left over from previous appropria­ 
tions to keep spending as high or 
higher than he estimated in Jan 
uary.

Refugee Camp Near Jericho 
( rumples Morale As Its Walls 
Once Crumpled: Refugees De­ 
mand To Return To Israel; 
Politicians K e e p The Issue 
Red H ot 


JERICHO, JORDAN.—Just out­ 
side this ancient city whose walls 
crumpled when Joshua blew seven 
times on seven trum pets is one of 
the great festering trouble-spots 
of the Near East. 
The city of Jericho is without 
walls today. 
It sprawls out at the 
northern tip of the Dead Sea. 1.300 
feet below sea level, where the 
Jordan river pours its fresh w ater 
into a body of w ater that is so sal­ 
ty fish cannot live. 
For miles 
around, the shore is pure salt crys­ 
tal. 
It’s hot alongside the Dead Sea, 
! stifling hot. 
But between Jericho 
and the sea is a cam p of 35.000 
| refugees, fled from Israel during 
! the Arab attack of 1948. 
They 
now clamor to go back. 
And their 
I clamor, plus that of other refu- 
. gees, constitutes the most upset­ 
ting political force in this upset 
I part of the world. 
These are the poor refugees, not 
the doctors, lawyer*, and profes­ 
sional men who have contributed 
greatly to the Arab states. 
I drove out from Jericho to the 
i camp. 
It is constructed of mud 
| brick 
houses sim ilar to those I 
helped build for Montenegrin refu­ 
gees made homeless by the Aus- 
1 trian 
arm y 
after World War I. 
They are good houses, still stand­ 
ing in Yugoslavia, and those near 
i Jericho are good houses too. 
The 
chief 
difference 
is 
that 
j these refugees don’t work. 
The 
Amrican 
Friends 
Service com­ 
mittee in Yugoslavia operated on 
the rule: “ No work, no eat.” 
We 
provided work 
But the Arab ref- 
i ugees in Jordan either can’t get 
! work, are not .supplied work, or 
I don’t want to work. 
In Lebanon 
I they are not perm itted by law to 
i work. 
I “ GET THE TRAITOR!” 
An 
exception is Musa 
Ala mi 
j Near Jericho hr drilled 
a well 
i struck 
water, 
started 
a truck 
! farm. 
Tie raised chickens, install- 
j a refrigeration plant, planted ba 
I nanas, and soon operated a thriv- 
; ing business, hauling his produce 
j t' American Oil Company employ 
ce*-’ in Saudi Arabia. 
But one day last spring, 
when 
Jordan was seething against the 
Wast, the refugees at Jericho de 
cided to take out their vengeance 
on 
one of 
their own 
number 
I Storming down the road to 
Musa 
Aland’* 
farm, 
yelling 
“ get the 
traitor!** they de«=trovpd his re 
frigeration plants, and wrung the 
necks of 35,000 chickens. 
Musa had employed at times as 
I many as 1.200 refugees. 
However. 
he made the fatal mistake of ac 
I cepting the permanency of his 
residence in Jordan. 
He had sent 
d< w n 
new 
roots in his 
adopted 
j country, had given up the idea of 
returning to Israel. 
This is what 
made him a traitor. 
During the nine years the refu 
gees have been sitting in heat and 
idleness at the head of the 
Dead 
Sa, they have built up a burning 
passionate hate. 
They hate Ts 
rael and they hate Britain and the 
United 
States 
which 
have 
be­ 
friended 
Israel. 
Fanatic 
Arab 
leaders have used this as a w’eap 
on. 
Moderate Arab leaders have 
bowed to it because they are pris­ 
oners. 
Bitterness has become too 
strong. 
It 
was one 
reason the 
British 
and 
Glubh 
Pasha 
were 
kicked out of Jordan and why Jor 
dan 
spent three days this year 
celebrating the anniversary of his 
exit. 
Ifs also wh. Jordan, while 
accepting American arms, will nol 
accept an American military mis 
sion to help them use those arms. 
WOULD THEY GO BACK? 
Moderate Arab leaders will tell 
>ou privately that if the refugees 
were given a chance to go back to 
Israel, only a handful would go 


! back. 
They claim, however, that 
* Israel must make the gesture of 
inviting them back, 
in order to 
“ save face” for the refugees. 
The United Nations, meanwhile 
j has been doing a superhum an job 
of 
sitting on this 
explosive lid 
Without the meagre $27 a year the 
UNRWA spends to keep the refu­ 
gees alive they would have pre- 
! cipitated war by m arching across 
the border into Israel en masse. 


I 
The UN staff is among the best 
in this part of the world. But they 
I know they face superhum an po- 
j litical 
obstacles 
until the 
basic 
problem is solved. 
There are millions of refugees 
in other parts of the world—from 
Communist 
Indo-China 
to 
Free 
Indo-China, from India and Pakis­ 
tan, from Germany, Poland, and 
I Egypt to Israel, from 
Hungary 
all over the world. 
In most of 
i these cases the refugees do not 
I return 
to 
their form er 
homes. 
They are resettled. 
But in the Arab countries, they 
; have been perm itted to ferment 
ip camps for nine years as a wea- : 
; pon of political hate, 
i 
The river Jordan as it flows into 1 
! the Dead Sea is only 50 feet wide. 
But in terms of progress it is 500 
j years wide. 
When the prophet Joshua cross- j 
ed the Jordan in the days when 
the 
walls of Jericho 
were still 
1 standing he was endowed with the 
divine power to make the Jordan j 
i stand still. 
I could not help but think as 
I 1 
crossed the Jordan that if the 35.- 
000 refugees sitting in the heat 
of Jericho had worked at it, 
they 
j too could have made the river Jor- i 
dan 
stand 
still. 
In nine years 
they could have built a great ir­ 
rigation project which would have 
turned the barren wastes around 


them into green fields. 
Instead 
they have sat in bitterness and 
filth while the fresh waters of the 
Jordan continue flowing into the 
brine of the Dead Sea.
